Told How Vanaman Deceived Her, 
While Sister of Dead Woman Relat­

Reading, Pa., Feb. 16.—Atter pass- ( 
ing three sleepless nights in jail, Mat-, 
thew E. Vanaman confessed at his 
hearing to having killed his wife by J 
shooting her through the head while 
she slept. 
The strain is telling on young Vana- 
man. He has lost his appetite and is 
in a despondent mood. 
Infatuation 
for .Miss Kila Wessner, twenty years 
old, of Blandon, before whom he had 
been posing for some months as a sin 
gle man, and whom he had been court­ 
ing regularly and had 
promised to 
make his wife, was the motive for the 
murder. 
After 
much 
sparring and see'ng 
that his tales were flimsy, he told the 
story of the terrible crime. It is evi 
dent that he had carefully planned 
the details of the murder and had ex­ 
pected to hoodwink the officers Into 
believing the story that his wife had 
keen killed by a flying fragment from 
an exploded oil stove. 
Keep Hearing Secret. 
The fact that Vanaman was to be 
given a hearing was Kept se* ref to 
avoid a crowd Katherine at the office 
of Magistrate Koch. When Vanaman 
was plac ed on tile stand he was ask 
ed concerning the death cif his wife, 
whether it was true tiiat he had killed 
her; if his motive in getting rid of 
her was so that he could lie free to 
marry Miss Wessner. 
All of these 
questions were answered either evas­ 
ively or denied altogether. He first 
told a rambling story of how his wife 
met her death, and appeared to lie 
more nervous than at any time since 
the traeedy. 
When Miss Wessner was brought 
into the room Vanaman grew distinct­ 
ly pale and agitated 
In a low voice 
Miss Wessner told the story of how 
Vanaman had deceived her. She told 
of their relations, and said that she 
had wished for the day when Vana 
man would marry her to save her 
from disgrace. 
* 
Miss Mary Mogel, a sister of the 
dead woman, was called, and testified 
that several months ago Vanaman, in 
her presence, had threatened to shoot 
his wife 
Describes the Murder. 
V anarnans 
reserve 
finally 
b*oke 
down and he told how he crept up­ 
stairs while his wife slept and sent 
the bullet crashing through her head 
which caused her death. He said that 
after going to the hospital with his 
wife in the ambulance he returned 
home, sec ured the revolver with which 
he did the shooting, and then started 
for West Reading to inform his w ifes 
relatives of her death. On the way 
across the Penn street bridge, he de 
d ared, he threw the weapon into the 
Schuylkill river. 
After the hearing, and as the officers 
were about to take Vanaman back to 
jail, Miss Wessner, with a sobbing 
voice, came forward and told Vanaman 
that she would get a Bible for him. 
Vanaman answered; 
, 
" Its too late now. 
I should have 
had the Bible a year ago: then I would 
not be In this trouble now.” 


PLAN BIG Road s y s t e m 


Bills In Pennsylvania Legislature to 
Construct 5000 Miles of Highways. 
Harrisburg, Pa., Feb. 16. — Senator 
William C. Sproul, of Delaware coun­ 
ty, introduced in the senate two bibs 
in which he aims to provide a com­ 
prehensive 
plan for new highways 
throughout the state. 
With the bills he introduced a res­ 
olution for an amendment to the con­ 
stitution 
to 
authorize a $50,OOO,IKM* 
bond issue promptly to carry out the 
construction of the system of state 
highways. 
The bills would create a state high-, 
way commissioner at a salary of $8060 
a year; first deputy at $6000; second 
deputy at $5000; chief engineer ai 
$1000; 
assistant engineer at $3600: 
fifty civil engineers to be known as 
superintendents of highways at $1500 
each a year; six civil engineers to act 
as assistants to the chief engineer at 
$2400 each a year; chief draftsman at 
$2400 and eight assistatn draftsmen 
at $1800 each; chief clerk, $2400; two 
clerks and two stenographers, $1200 
each, and two bookkeepers at $120 ' 
each. 
In explaining the scope and purpose 
of his measures, Mr. Sproul said: 
"One of the bills provides for a com­ 
plete system of main highways to 
be built and maintained at the sole 
expense of the state, connecting the 
county seats throughout the state and 
connecting the border line c o u n tie s 
with the adjoining commonwealths. 
"These proposed 
roads aggregate 
more than BIHM) miles and have been 
carefully mapped out by men thor­ 
oughly familiar with the topographical 
and other conditions existing through 
out the state and embrace 200 route- 
which are specifically described and 
set Beth In detail in the bill. 
Fur 
ther legislatures must add to these 
routes, 
"There are main mads practically 
bisecting every county with at least 
four leading tint of each county seat 
and so arranged as to touch att the 
important towns and market centers 
The 1»111 further provides that these 
roads ^hall be taken over immediate­ 
ly and maintained at the state’s ex­ 
pense without waiting for the work of 
reconstruction.”
